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GHOST OP PUBITAN1SM. 


A Clergyman's Attack upon the Sunday 
Blue Laws—The Her. Robert Collyer 
Denounces the. New York Enactment* 
and Describes the Sort of Similci?/ He 
Would Hare.

The Eev. Robert Collyer made a 


vigorous attack on tho Suuday laws 
last evening in the church of the 
Messiah, Park avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street. A large audience was 
present, and Mr. Gollyer addressed 
it from a pulpit tastily trimmed with 
Christmas fjroecs. 
He founded his 


remarks on no particular text, hut 
read as tho regular Gospel lesson 
a portion of the Scripture containing 
the declaration, 'The Sabbath'was 
made for man, and not uiau for the 
Sabbath." It was natural, he said, 
that we should feel a deep interest in 
the endeavor that was being made to 
call up the ghost of the old Puritan 
Sabbath, and to insist on our paying 
it proper deference, on pains of bond 
and imprisonment. 
A very small 


body of men, with big convictions of 
how Sfinday should be spent, had 
made up their minds to compel us to 
fall into line with their convictions. 
If we did not have their blessing we 
should be under their ban. 
They 


found the law on their side, and they 
set it up in place of the Bible. 


The old refrain, "Hark from the 


tombs a doleful sound," had suddenly 
taken on a now and startling signifi- 
cance, Mr. Collyer said. 
Tho poor 


old apple woman on tho street corner 
had heard it and trembled. 
She had 


been confronted by the ghost of the 
Puritan Sabbath, and it had threat- 
edod to devour her and her table.— 
The poor little newsboys had heard 
it and shaken in thoir shoes, if they 
had shoes. 
The bravest little fellows 


on Manhattan Island were the news- 
boys. 
They could; give most of us 


points in endurance. But there was 
hope for them on that Sunday when 
the ghost made its appearance. The 
watch-dogs of Mosos were after them, 
and thoy had the alternative! of being 
led off by tho oars or of being "stuck" 
with their papers. 
Mr. Collyer said 


be wouldn't like to report all that the 
newsboys said that day, but he was 
not sure that the Kecording Angel 
tiad not blotted it all out with the tears 
shed by the little ones. One pathetic 
little cripple ou Union Square- was 
warned by a friendly policeman that 
;he Sabbatarian scouts were out, and 
ae had better hide himself in his don. 
There were thousands of poor crea- 
,ures wanting food for themselves 
and their children, but they found 
;hat tho ghost had his eye upon them 
and meant business. 
Thoy meant 


msiness too, but thoy couldn't do it. 
Ft was an old saying that the rich 
;opt the feasts of the church and left 
;ho fusts to the poor. 
It was so now 


with us. 
Mr. Collyer spoko of tho 


^iant of bigotry, and remarked that 
wo had not counted on the strength 
of this giant to bind us with cords 
while we slept. 
The law courts, he 


continued, had given us some very 
choice bits of Gospel these last few 
weeks, and ho wished to thank the 
magistrates from his pulpit for their 
declination to" enforce the strict letter 
of the law. 
Tho cruelty and injus- 


;ice of tho law came home to our 
aearts. There came a time in France 
when there was one law for tho rich 
and another for tho poor. 
AVe said 


-here was no danger of such a thing 
n this free country. Wo spoko with- 
out the book. We had now a law that 
was grossly unfair toward the'poor. We 
wided ourselves that we had shut up 
ihe groggories. 
That was a good 


hing, but tho poor fellows who went 
;o the groggeries, to their own hurt, 
knew that the rich could get from 
[.heir own cellars enough liquor to 
swim in if thoy wanted to. 
Thoy 


knew that the rich could havo it sent 
to them to their rooms in hotels, and 
they knew that the rich could have it 
on the public tables where thoy ate. 
[t was simply a question of 25 cents 
or 5 cents for a drink. 
A man had 


said to Mr. Collyer that he could not 
pay his rent and support his family 
without his Sunday work. No mat- 


That man must go down. 
Mr. 


Dollyer's newsboy had whispered to 
him. 
"They'll be after us to-mor- 


row, 
but you shall have your paper," 


and Mr. Collyer got it and read it. 
He knew some of tho editors and 
stockholders of 
newspapers, 
and 


liked them, but he thought they 
should have lirst been hauled up for 
having made the iirst sale of thoir 
papers on Sunday. 
These Sabbata- 


rians should hit one of their own 


;e. 
They should not hit small 


lioys. 
But ghosts were always timid 


and always attacked women and 
children. 


We would be justified i:i scorning 


those laws. Mr. Collyer continued, 
as men who would not recogui/.e 
bigotry and 
narrowness, on the 


ground that ';the Sabbath wus innd*1 


for man, and not man for the Sab- 
bath.'' 
He designated the support- 


ers of tho Sunday law as a lot of 
inquisitors who would compol us to 
come up to their rules, and quotf-d 
from Paul's writings to show thot 
Paul was not in sympathy with 
thorn. 
The law of Moses was for 


those who wore inclined to kt-op it. 
Mr. Collyer then spoko of (ho differ- 
ent days which had been set apart 
by different people as Sundays, and 
quoted from numerous writers of the 
time of the .Reformation to show 
that the Sabbath was not holy be- 
cause it was the Sabbath. 
Martin 


Luther himself wrote [that if the day 
was made holy for the day's sake, 
then he counseled his followers to 
ride, and dance, and make merry on 
that day. 
''Contrast these with this 


month," said Mr. Collyer. It was not 
hard, he continued, to find the cap- 
root of the Sunday law. 
It lay in 


the narrow, bigoted spirit of Calvin, 
"now pretty well on its last legs— 
thank God." It was the spirit which 
made the parents of an acquaintance 


of Mr. Collyer allow him no diversion 
on Sunday but to walk in a grave 
yard and read the epitaphs. It was 
the spirit which had caused such a 
reaction in Luther's own city tbat, 
with tho possible exception of Paris 
no city had such license on the Sab 
bath as Geneva. It was the spirit 
which we had to fight so hard in 
Puritan times. It was the spiri; 
which good old Norman McLeoc 
fought so persistently. It was tbe 
spirit which ordained in 1625 thai 
no dinner should be served in a tav 
ern on Sunday. "I could fill a dozen 
lectures with illustrations c!f this 
spirit," said Mr. Collyer. "It is this 
old intolerance we had to meet now 
and I say, once for all, that so long 
as I occupy this free pulpit I wil 
fight it with all my might." 
The 


Sunday law, he added, fined tbe pool 
and kicked tho man who was down. 
There was no authority in the Scrip 
tures for such a law. It was our 
habit to point with pride to our free- 
dom, but when we pointed to London 
we learned how far behind we were. 
New York could not be contrasted 
with London for a moment. 
We 


could only be contrasted with Edin- 
burg. Mr. Collyer pleaded for one 
day of rest in seven. The law should 
give every man the right to such a 
day of rest, and leave the question 
of wages to be settled between the 
employers and the employed. 
We 


wanted for our worship simply quiet- 
ness. He pleaded for recreation. He 
would open all the libraries and mu- 
seums on the Sabbath. He would 
say to the boys, "If you want to tako 
a swim in the river on Sunday, hero 
are the free, baths. 
If you want to 


play ball or go to Sunday-school, do 
so." 
He would open the music halls 


on Sunday. Clean music never hurt 
anybody—and there was no unclean 
music. It was only when wedded to 
unclean words that music did harmf 
He would have lectures on Sunday, 
that people might learn from science. 
Sunday in itself, Mr. Collyer declar- 
ed, was no better than Saturday or 
Monday. 
He had no right to inter- 


fere with others who did not observe 
it as he did, so long as they did not 
interfere with him. Ho had no more 
right to prevent one from going to 
the theatre on the Sabbath than tho 
theatre-goer had to prevent him from 
going to church. Wo must not allow 
ourselves to be put in such bondage 
as tho Sunday law. That law must 
be repealed, and a law enacted that 
we could cheerfully obey. 
It was a 


menace to the Commonwealth to have 
on the statute book a law which a 
man felt more like a man for break- 
ing, and which made a magistrate 
feel more for a man when he winked 
at its infractions. 
Let the vast ma- 


jorities in our cities who were used 
to a wider interpretation of tho Sab- 
bath than we had been accustomed 
to, once get their blood up, as they 
were very likely to, and we would 
soe, finally, laws passed permitting 
such license on Sunday as we would 
view with evergrowing regret and 
sorrow.
